Unlike  much  of  the  current  crop  of  plays,  STORY  THEATRE 
focuses  all  the  attention  on  the  actor  — he  has  to  work  at 
top  speed  miming,  jumping  from  hot  dialogue  to  cool 
comment  and  dashing  from  scene  to  scene  on  a curtainless 
stage.  It  is  an  approach  which  gives  theatre  back  to  the 
actor  and  the  audience.  The  play,  often  prodded  by  a rock- 
folk  combo,  sometimes  veers  into  lunatic  humor  and  fancy.
